MORAL EDUCATION VITAL. 
A prominent educator has voiced what 
is coming to be a settled conviction of 
those who have been making a study of 
our social conditions, not only with refer­ 
ence to crime, but regarding the general 
attitude of citizens towards each other 
and society in general. 
He said: “The 
time has come when the teaching of hon- 
f^^ty, 
courtesy, 
industry, 
self-reliance, 
thoroughness and other moral qualities 
should have as definite a place in the 
school program as arithmetic and history. 
The schools have been criticised for their 
failure to give moral instruction, and in 
so far as our work in moral education 
continues along indirect lines, that critic­ 
ism is justified. 
The schools must bring 
the teaching of moral qualities to a def­ 
inite, direct and concrete basis, using the 
incidents of daily life as material for in­ 
struction.” 
It is encouraging to have such positive 
evidence that general criticism of the in­ 
direct and ineffective moral teaching in 
the public schools is beginning to take 
effect the St. Louis GIobe-Democrat as­ 
serts. 
Educators have said that moral in­ 
struction per se is not a function of the 
school, but that it is imparted incidentally. 
Direct moral instruction, they have said, is 
a function of the home and the churches. 
Doubtless many of them continue to think 
along that line. 
However, it is the com­ 
mon opinion of sociologists and jurists 
who come into contact with juvenile de­ 
linquency, that home training is far 'less 
effective than a generation ago, and that 
there is a very large element not reached 
by religious organizations. 
This means, 
that millions of boys and girls receive no 
other moral training than is given them in 
the public schools, while concurrently be­ 
ing submitted to the influences of bad 
associations and environment. 
President 
Cleveland in another matter said: “It is a 
condition that confronts us, ai;d not a 
theory.” 
That might be applied to the 
effects now easily observed of insufficient 
moral character building in the youth of 
America in the present generation. 
Yet there is a theory which might be 
made to fit the condition. 
That theory 
is, that the true purpose of public educa­ 
tion is to make good citizens. 
That is 
the only real justification for supporting 
schools by tax ation. 
The nation provides 
for its continuance by maintaining at pub­ 
lic ex pense schools for the education of 
children into citizens of such a character 
as shall assure that continuance. 
As be- 
tw^een ignorant intergrity and intelligent 
viciousness, there can be no question of 
the superiority of the former. 
We can 
survive as a nation of high quality and 
ideals without a highly educated citizen­ 
ship intellectually’, but we cannot survive 
without a high standard of morals, per­ 
sonal integrity and devotion to the duties 
of citizenship. 
Therefore, the schools are 
not doing their full duty in the matter 
of preparing their pupils for citizenship 
when they do not stress in an active and 
positive way’ instruction in the fundamen­ 
tals of good citizenship. 
These funda- 
m.entals are not so much mental as they 
are spiritual. 
They are basic in character 
rather than in intellect. 
As this educator 
says, instruction in moral qualities should 
be “definite, direct and concrete,” instead 
of indirect and incidental. 
We are not 
building a tremendous scientific and in­ 
dustrial machine, but a nation of the high­ 
est standards and qualities of citizenship. 
To that end the courses of the public 
schools should be predominantly directed.
